Russian Ingratitude. 


In July the American Relief"Administration will leave Rus- 


sia, after spending $70,000,000 in relief work, saving many 
thousands of people from starvation and other thousands from 
disease. Food is plentiful now, and conditions are much bet- 
ter. The Russian people will long have reason for gratitude 
to the Americans who carried on this work, and to those at 
home who provided the money. 


Yet an. American correspondent in Russia reports that there 


is almost no gratitude in Russia for what the Americans have 
done, and indeed little realization of it. The Soviet govern- 
menHrom the first has persistently misinterpreted the purpose 
of this philanthropic work, and spread among its people its 
own prejudices. 
' Throughout his travels, says the correspondent, Russian 
Communists everywhere kept asking him what was the real 
purpose of the American Relief work in Russia. When he 
made the obvious answer that it was to help the needy, they 
laughed at him. 
Little is known about it among the natives. 


There has been little publicity, and it has usually been hostile. 
Much more consideration- has been shown by the authorities 
to other organizations, domestic and foreign, not doing a hun- 
dredth part of the relief work of the American association. 


A good- deed is its own reward, and the donors and distrib- 


utors of American charity in this case need not worry about 
thanks. They have done their duty by starving men, women 
and children in a foreign land, and that is enough. The ad- 
venture would have left a much better taste in American 
mouths, however, if there had been some courteous acknowl- 
edgement in Russia such as is customary among civilized folk 
when a favor is rendered. Russia, because of the deliberate 
blindness and discourtesy of her present rulers, may expect 
less from America hereafter. 


Vacation Uncle Sam's Way. 


.This is the season for wise youths to look up the nearest U. 


S. Citizen Military Training Camp and sign up for the coming 
summer. It is already reported from the East that more than 
5,000 young men from Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia and 
the District of Columbia are likely to take the 30-day course 
at Camp Mead. Other sections of the country, no doubt, will 
do as well. 


The age limit is 17 to 24 years, and high school boys of the 


minimum age are particularly urged to try a vacation Uncle 
Sam's way. Stiff militarism, it is said, is very little in evidence 
at these camps. There is a reasonable amount of discipline 
and good order is expected. Practically all the athletic sports 
except football, which is unsuited to summer playing, are 
taught by experts. The official bulletin of information says: 


"The 
object of these camps is to bring together young men 


of high type from all sections of the country on a common 
basis of equality and under the most favorable conditions of 
outdoor life; to stimulate and promote citizenship, patriotism, 
and Americanism; and through expert physical direction, 
athletic coaching and military training, to benefit the young 
men individually and bring them to realize their obligations to 
their country." 


The camps represent a fine opportunity to young men of 


moderate means, too old for Boy Scout and similar camp 
groups. Recreation under excellent conditions, with valuable 
training and wholesale discipline, are all to be had as by- 
products of a non-militaristic military course. 


That was a mean Frenchman who called Germany's atten- 


tion to the clause of the Versailles treaty which expressly 
states that Germany will not consider as an act of-hostility, any 
penalty imposed after the reparations commission has declared 
her in default.
